meane time, that that delight , which

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can ſatisfie cur defires , no man hath e- 
uer found in thofe lower partes, nor e- 
uer i}all. For it is God alone , whoin 
this life cann>t be diſcerned by mortall 
eye,that inthe other life can give vs 2b- 
folute and cternall happinefle 0 Per 
Laps the variety of things inthe variety 
of interchangeable time, being adorned 
vrith hike yaricty of vnſpeakable Beau 
ties,cither of the parts,or ofthe whole, 
with the divers ſtates of the Bodily c6 + 
plexions, which bee1ng moued from 
theirnaturall,and wonted ſeates carry 
men to diuers and ſundry appetites, 
may bea ftrong , and mighty cauſc of 
this ynlatiable defice in man.For every 
thing preſented vato rhe ſenſe , whe= 
ther it be truely fayre, and good,or ap- . 
| ponagatke another Adamant, which

alluced, partly by the valour of their 
armes,partly by the greatneſle of their 
Monarchy,and partly avvaked by the ge- 
nerofity & magnanimity of their harts, 
they wonne honour ,and glory in the 
world, :nd in all ſuture ages immor- 
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V/ly doc Kings and Princes, contrary wr 
tbe opin10n of the common people = 
zaft lcaft of pleaſure and 
Dc/ight?.

their owne praiſes and commenda-

of . . Or Perhaps becauſe great Princes

For Peace is an excellent good , and 
this they can neuer wholy enioy eyther 
with forraime Princes, or their owne 


ſubieQs : yyarre is a greateuill , threat= |
